Both  oases  of  Diphtheria  were  very  mild  and  were  diagnosed  only  as  a 
result  of  a positive  swab  report# 

Nineteen  swabs  were  submitted  for  examination  din’ing  the  year,  two  of 
which  were  positive. 

Measles  cases  appear  small  in  ntimber  when  considered  alongside  figures 
for  contiguous  authorities  and  this  would  seem  to  suggest  that  parents  despite 
warnings  of  the  dangers  of  the  disease  rarely  consult  a doctor* 

(b)  Tuberculosis, 


One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  a male,  age  group  25-35  years, 
was  notified  during  the  year  as  a "transfer  in".  One  female  case  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  in  the  same  age  group,  died#

As  a result  of  the  Livestock  (Restriction  of  Slaughtering  Ordor,lB40^  of 
the  Ministry  cf  Food,  the  slaughter  of  meat  for  the  Rural  District  was 
centralised  at  No,  2 Slaughteiflaouse,  Stockport,  In  conjunction  with  other 
Bistricts  concerned  protests  were  made  to  the  Ministries  of  Food  and  Health

On  the  7jbh  July,  85  children  and  11  adults  anrived  from  the  Channel 
Islands*  They  had  been  billeted  for  a- time  in  another  District  'VThor©  facilities 
were  poor  and  a good  deal  of  cle’ansing  was  fotmd  to.  be  neoessaxy*  This  was 
undertaken  by  a staff  of  lady  volunteers  before  the  children  were  distributed  to 
householders* 

Only  31  of , the  original  number  of  evacuees  from  Manchester  remained  in 
the  District*
